A    PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas.  It  is  provided  by  the  Constitution  of  the  gJJJ*^*™*- 
Commonwealth  that  the  Governor,  with  advice  of  Council, 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority,  during  the  recess  of 
the  General  Court,  to  call  it  together  sooner  than  the  time 
to  which  it  may  be  adjourned  or  prorogued,  if  the  welfare 
of  the  Commonwealth  shall  require  the. same ; 

And  whereasj  I  am  officially  advised  by  the  unanimous 
action  of  its  municipal  government  and  a  large  committee 
of  its  most  eminent  citizens  that  the  recent  me  in  Boston 
has,  in  their  judgment,  rendered  certain  measures  of  state 
legislation  imperatively  necessary ; 

JToWy  ther^orey  believing  that  the  emergency  contem- 
plated by  the  Constitution  has  occurred,  I  do  issue  this 
my  Proclamation  to  the  members  of  the  General  Court, 
calling  them  to  assemble  at  the  State  House,  in  Boston, 
on  Tuesday,  the  19th  day  of  November  instant,  at  twelve 
o'clock,  noon,  to  take  such  steps  and  act  upon  such  matters 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient  in  consequence  of  the  great 
calamity  which  has  suddenly  fallen  upon  the  chief  city  of 
our  Commonwealth. 

Given  at  the  Council  Chamber,  in  Boston,  this  twelfth 
day  of  November,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-two.

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The  President  addressed  the  Senate  as  follows : — 

On  the  question  of  reconsideration  of  the  vote  of  the 
Senate,  sustaining  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  upon  the  mo- 
tion to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House,  in  the  reference  of  the  **Bill  to  consolidate 
the  Boston  and  Maine  and  the  Eastern  Bailroads,"  to  the 
committee  on  Railways,  the  Chair  desires  to  state : — 

The  Chair  recognizes  the  importance  of  the  17th  rule  of 
the  Senate,  which  provides  that  ^when  a  vote  has  passed, 
except  on  motions  specified  in  rule  seven,  it  shall  be  in 
order  for  any  member  to  move  a  reconsideration  thereof 
on  the  same  or  the  succeeding  day,  as  the  foundation  of 
free,  fair  and  untrammelled  discussion  of  all  bills  upon 
which  the  Senate  is  to  pass."  The  Chair  also  finds  that  in 
order  to  secure  this  opportunity  and  privilege,  the  18th 
rule  of  the  Senate  provides  that  **  bills,  resolves  and  other 
papers,  in  reference  to  which  any  member  has  a  right  to 
move  a  reconsideration,  shall  remain  in  the  possession  of 
the  Clerk,  .until  the  right  of  reconsideration  has  expired.'' 
Upon  the  operation  of  this  latter  rule  alone  can  the  provi* 
sions  of  the  former  be  carried  out ;  and  hence  to  aU  bills 
and  resolves  passing  through  their  various  stages,  the  18th 
rule  is  rigidly  applied,  unless  suspended  by  formal  vote. 

It  seems,  however,  to  the  Chair,  that  papers  referred  to 
the  various  committees  of  the  Legislature  do  not  come 
under  the  provisions  applied  to  bills,  either  by  law  or  cus- 
tom. All  papers  thus  referred  are  manifestly  in  the  nature 
of  petitions,  whether  formally  drawn  as  petitions,  or  bills 
introduced  on  leave,  or  orders  of  inquiry,  or  of  notice. 
The  principle  of  the  petition  underlies  them  all ;  and  they 
are  all  entitled  to  the  same  treatment,  all  demand  the  con- 
sideration of  the  committees,  and  all  may  alike  become 
the  subject  of  ailment  and  investigation  before  the  com- 
mittee. Practicdly  this  view  has  maintained  at  all  times ; 
and  the  course  pursued  by  the  Clerks  of  both  branches,  as 
the  Chair  understands,  has  been  to  pass  such  papers  over 
into  the  hands  of  the  committees,  whenever  called  for, 
often  without  any  delay  whatever,  and  regardless  of  the 
18th  rule,  which  is  so  strictly  applied  to  bills  passing 
through  their  various  stages. 

The  Chair  is  of  opinion  that  not  only  custom  but  parlia- 
mentary law  is  strongly  on  his  side.  Cushing  says,  in  sec- 
tion 1388  of  his  Parliamentaiy  Law,  ^  Whatever  may  be 
the  form  of  the  proceedings  (t.e.,  to  select  committee,  &c.) 
the  subject  so  committed  is  disponed  of  until  the  report  of 
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the  committee."  Gushing  also  says  in  Parliamentary  Law, 
section  1446,  *^The  motion  to  commit,  if  decided  in  the 
negative,  cannot  be  renewed."  The  rule  of  the  House  of 
Bepresentatives,  United  States,  No.  42,  provides  that  "^no 
motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit j  or  to  post^ 
pone  indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall  be  again  allowed  on 
the  same  day^  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  hill  orprcfposi-- 
tion.*' 

It  seems  to  the  Chair  that  this  all  points  to  the  opinion 
that  matters  once  referred  to  a  committee  have  passed  be- 
yond the  reach  of  the  body  of  the  Legislature,  and  are 
subject  to  the  action  of  the  committee  to  whom  they  are 
referred.  That  this  is  not  only  good  law  but  good  sense, 
the  fact  that  in  one  hour  from  the  time  of  reference  a  com- 
mittee may  be  considering  the  matter  referred,  may  have 
given  the  parties  in  interest  a  hearing,  and  may  have  re- 
ported  a  bill,  is  convincing  to  the  mind  of  the  Ctiair. 

But  not  only  do  parliamentary  law  and  sound  judgment 
&eem  to  sustain  the  Chair,  but  the  26th  rule  of  the  House, 
to  which  the  Chair  referred  in  giving  his  opinion,  also 
points  in  the  same  direction.  This  rule,  which  was  for- 
merly analogous  to  the  18th  rule  of  the  Senate,  was 
amended  about  twelve  years  since  by  inserting  the  words, 
**  except  petitions,  enacted  bills,  orders  of  inquiry  and 
orders  of  notice,"  for  the  express  purpose  of  sending  such 
papers  immediately  to  the  committees  to  whom  they  were 
referred,  to  prevent  delay  and  to  relieve  the  Clerk  from 
any  responsibility  in  regard  to  the  matter,  where  petitions 
and  other  papers  referred  were  passed  forward  according 
to  convenience  or  accident. 

In  declaring  his  opinion  upon  this  question,  the  Chair 
has  endeavored  to  realize  the  importance  of  keeping  in 
mind  the  general  principles  upon  which  a  law  should  rest, 
and  the  concurrent  circumstances  which  should  throw  light 
upon  its  interpretation.  He  is  of  opinion  that  in  this  way 
alone  can  law  keep  pace  with  human  progress.  But,  in 
order  to  avoid  all  controversy  over  the  standing  text  of  the 
rules  of  the  Senate,  and  to  give  the  advantage  of  the  doubt 
to  those  who  may  feel  that  they  are  entitled  to  it,  the 
Chair  accepts  the  18th  rule  of  the  Senate,  as  it  stands, 
free  from  all  modifying  parliamentary  law,  free  from  all 
the  effects  of  custom,  and  is  ready  to  consider  that  peti- 
tions and  papers  referred  stand  in  the  category  with  bilk 
and  resolves,  so  far  as  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  and  the  ques- 
tion of  reconsideration  are  concerned.    He  would  recomr 
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mend,  however,  that  this  18th  rule  of  the  Senate  be  so 
amended  as  to  conform  to  the  26th  rale  of  the  House,  and 
to  the  best  principles  of  parliamentary  law. 

The  opinion  of  the  Chair  is,  for  these  reasons,  reversed, 
and  the  question  is  upon  reconsidering  the  vote  by  which 
the  Senate  sustained  the  Chair  in  his  opinion  against  re- 
consideration.

The  President  resuming  the  Chair,  reponded  as  fol-  PK»ident. 
lows : — 

Senators  : — I  am  indeed  gratified  by  the  kind  expres- 
sions contained  in  the  resolves  which  you  have  just  passed, 
and  I  beg  you  to  accept  my  thanks  for  the  generous  cour- 
tesy which  prompted  them.  The  relations  which  have  ex- 
isted between  us  for  the  last  few  months  I  shall  always 
remember  with  keen  interest  and  satisfaction.    I  cannot 
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forget  the  unanimity  with  which  you  called  me  to  this  posi- 
tion, nor  the  liberal  and  considerate  manner  in  which  you 
have  steadily  accepted  my  endeavors  to  discharge  the  duty 
you  imposed  upon  me.  The  position  of  presiding  oflBicer 
of  a  legislative  body  is  by  no  means  easy.  The  obligation 
which  rests  upon  him,  to  forget  his  personal  interest,  to 
rise  above  his  personal  prejudices,  to  maintain  his  high 
level  as  the  jiistum  et  tenacem  propositi  virunij  to  be 
^  kindly  affectioned  "  towards  all  who  come  under  his  rule, 
to  sympathize  with  the  disappointments  of  the  vanquished 
and  to  moderate  the  exultation  of  the  victors,  demand  the 
largest  and  best  exercise  of  all  his  moral  faculties ;  while 
the  necessity  under  which  he  labors  to  hold  his  mind  ready 
for  the  sudden  emergency,  to  recall  the  official  phrase,  to 
present  a  proposition  in  such  clear  and  well-defined  form 
that  no  man  can  fail  to  comprehend  it,  to  distinguish  be- 
tween that  which  is  founded  on  mere  routine  and  that 
which  rests  upon  the  broad  principles  of  parliamentary 
law,  summons  continually  his  best  intellectual  powers  to 
the  work  in  which  he  is  engaged.  If  I  have  discharged 
such  service  as  this  in  a  manner  to  secure  your  approval, 
I  am  amply  rewarded  for  my  endeavors.  If  I  have  dis- 
charged it  so  as  to  have  secured  your  respect  and  esteem 
and  confidence,  I  have  done  more  than  I  had  the  courage 
to  expect  when  I  commenced  my  labors  here.  It  sSems 
hardly  necessary  that  I  should  assure  you  of  the  agreeable 
associations  I  have  experienced,  and  the  valuable  acquaint- 
ances I  have  made  at  this  board ;  but  I  do  trust  that  I  have 
secured  for  myself  in  your  mind  and  hearts  the  same  rec- 
ognition and  esteem  which  you  have  secured  in  mine. 
Of  you  I  can  say  that  to  whatever  duty  I  have  called  you, 
that  duty  has  been  done  well.  Of  myself  I  can  say  that 
I  have  endeavored  to  summon  each  one  of  you  to  such 
service  as  I  considered  him  best  fitted  to  perform,  regard- 
ing only  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth.  I  have 
scrupulously  avoided  throwing  the  weight  of  my  official 
position  into  either  scale,  when  personal  or  private  matters 
have  been  under  consideration,  and  I  have  conscientiously 
and  in  accordance  with  my  best  judgment,  expressed  my 
preference,  when  necessary,  upon  questions  of  general 
interest  and  involving  the  honor  or  the  prosperity  of  the 
state.  For  the  patient  hearing  and  the  generous  support 
you  have  given  my  argument,  and  for  the  firiendly  acqui- 
escence with  which  my  vote  has  been  received  by  those  of 
you  to  whose  views  it  was  in  opposition,  I  desire  to  ex- 
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press  my  wannest  thanks.     It  is  a  mark  of  confidence 
which  I  shall  not  forget.     On  more  than  one  occasion  dur- 
ing this  session  I  have  deemed  it  wise  to  rule  upon  ques- 
tions brought  before  the  Senate  in  a  manner  accordant 
with  what  I  believed  to  be  both  good  constitutional  and 
parliamentary  law,  and  with  the  best  precedent — holding 
myself  ready  in  all  instances  to  accept  a  reversal  if  neces- 
sary, either  by  my  own  judgment  or  by  the  judgment  of 
the  other  branch.     The  support  you  have  given  me  on 
such  occasions  encourages  me  to  believe  that  you  will  join 
me  in  any  future  endeavors  to  remove  all  obstacles  to  the 
modification  of  law*  and  rule,  in  conformity  with  the  opin- 
ions I  have  given.     On  the  question  of  money  bills  upon 
which  I  took  occasion  to  i^ule,  early  in  the  session,  that 
whether  of  grant  or  supply,  of  revenue  or  expenditure, 
they  should  originate  in  either  branch,  in  accordance  with 
the  machinery  and  the  spirit  of  our  government,  I  have 
not  changed  my  views.     The  history  of  the  formation  of 
the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts  shows  that  the  provision 
with  regard  to  money  bills  originated  from  a  vague  idea 
that  the  same  distinctions  would  exist  between  the  two 
branches  of  our  legislature  as  existed  between  the  two 
bodies  constituting  the  British  parliament.     The  desire  to 
establish  a  branch  representing  the  wealth  and  aristocracy 
of  the  country,  even  in  the  days  when  the  most  sturdy  blows 
were  struck  for  civil  equality,  constitutes  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  features  of  those  early  debates.     Theophilus 
Parsons  in  Massachusetts,  Govemeur  Morris  in  the  federal 
convention,  and  in  later  days  Mr.  Webster  and  Judge 
Story  in  this  very  capitol,  set  forth  the  importance  of  such 
a  branch  of  the  Legislature  as  that  to  which  I  have  alluded. 
This  idea  was  evidently  derived  from  the  structure  of  the 
legislative  branch  of  the  government  of  Great  Britain, 
and  it  is  not  surprising  that  with  this  idea  the  provision 
for  revenue  and  expenditure  there  should  naturally  have 
found  a  place  here.     It  was  in  the  Constitution  of  Massa- 
chusetts that  the  provision  was  first  incorporated — a  provi- 
sion that  all  money  bills,  bills  of  grant  and  supply,  bills 
of  revenue  and  expenditure,  should  originate  in  the  House 
of  Representatives.     From  the  Constitution  of  Massachu- 
setts it  found  its  way  into  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States ;  and  in  both  instruments  it  recognizes,  or  was  in- 
tended to  recognize  a  difference  in^  the  origin  and  objects 
of  the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature.     Against  this  the- 
ory and  against  this  practice,  everything  in  tiie  state  legis- 
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latures,  at  least,  now  mflitates.  The  two  branches  are 
considered  co-equal  and  co-ordinate.  Repeated  legislation, 
early  and  late,  and  accepted  opinions  from  several  of  my 
most  distinguished  predecessors,  have  fixed  as  a  law,  that 
appropriation  bills  may  originate  in  either  branch,  and  his- 
tory teaches  us  that  appropriation  bills  were  considered 
money  bills,  as  much  as,  or  more  than  were  revenue  bilb ; 
the  jealous  care  for  the  spending  of  money  being  even 
greater  in  the  Commons,  where  the  whole  system  origi- 
nated, than  the  care  for  the  raising  of  money. 

It  is  well  known,  moreover,  to  every  student  of  our 
legislative  history,  that  numerous  acts  and  resolves,  re- 
ported by  joint  committees,  whose  right  it  is  to  report  in 
either  branch,  providing  for  the  raising  of  the  money  to 
be  devoted  to  the  appropriation,  have  originated  in  the 
Senate,  and  have  passed  without  question  as  to  their  origin. 
I  look  upon  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  as  it  now 
stands,  qualified  by  the  phrase  which  in  specific  terms  con- 
fers on  the  Senate  the  right  to  amend  and  concur,  as  so 
near  a  nullity,  that  its  removal  would  be  in  entire  accord- 
ance with  the  spirit  of  our  government,  and  with  titiat  cus- 
tom and  law  which  have  already  removed  from  its  opera- 
tion one-half  of  those  bills  which  were  included  under  it. 
When  appropriation  bills  were  removed  from  this  provi- 
sion, it  seems  to  me  that  revenue  bills  were  borne  along 
with  them.  In  the  constitutions  of  a  large  majority  of  the 
states,  in  New  York  and  Ohio,  in  Illinois,  Tennessee, 
Iowa,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  Mississippi,  Wisconsin,  Ala- 
bama, Florida,  Nebraska,  California,  Vermont,  Rhode 
Island,  Connecticut  and  others,  it  is  provided,  in  some 
expressly,  and  in  others  by  implication,  that  ^  any  bills  may 
originate  in  either  House  of  the  legislature,  and  all  bills 
passed  by  one  house  may  be  amended  by  the  other."  This 
should  be  the  case  in  Massachusetts ;  and  I  trust  we  shall 
ere  long  see  our  Constitution  amended  in  this  respect,  so 
that  it  may  entirely  conform  with  the  spirit  of  our  legisla- 
tion, and  with  that  structure  of  our  L%islature  which  has 
two  equal  and  co-ordinate  branches,  to  operate  as  a  check 
and  balance  one  upon  the  other,  and  each  an  immediate 
representation  of  the  people.  As  one  step  in  this  direc- 
tion, I  trust  that  at  an  early  day  the  rules  and  orders  of 
the  two  branches  will  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  a 
joint  conunittee  of  Finance,  in  place  of  the  inconvenient 
system  of  a  committee  on  Finance  in  the  House,  and  a 
conunittee  on  the  Treasury  in  the  Senate,  which  now  ex- 
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ists.  Every  legislator  knows  the  delays,  and  rivalries, 
and  obstructions  which  grow  out  of  the  necessity  of  sub- 
mitting to  two  independent  committees,  one  in  each  branch, 
the  same  question.  We  complain  of  the  length  of  our 
sessions,  and  we  attribute  it  to  inattention  on  the  part  of 
committees ;  to  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  chairman  of 
committees ;  to  long  hearings  and  long  debates ;  but  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  substitution  of  joint  committees  in  all 
cases,  on  Finance,  on  the  Judiciary  as  well,  and  on  Pro- 
bate and  Chancery,  will  do  much  to  facilitate  legislation, 
will  avoid  complicated  controversies,  and  will  also  do 
much  to  remove  all  jealousy  between  the  two  branches. 
I  trust  our  successors  will  see  that  this  is  done.  The 
Senate  will  undoubtedly  remember  the  opinion  I  gave  not 
many  weeks  ago,  with  regard  to  the  retention  of  petitions, 
orders  of  inquiry  and  bills  referred,  by  the  Clerk,  for  the 
purpose  of  reconsideration.  I  stated  then,  that  the  best 
parMamentary  law  provided  that  such  papers  should  i^ass 
at  once  to  the  committee  to  whom  they  were  referred,  and 
could  not  be  a  subject  for  reconsideration.  The  rule  of 
the  House  is  in  conformity  with  this  opinion ;  and  I  trust 
the  18th  riile  of  the  Senate  will  also  be  amended,  as  was 
the  26th  rule  of  the  House  in  1862  and  1863,  so  that 
papers,  such  as  I  have  alluded  to,  will  find  their  destina- 
tion at  once  in  the  Senate  as  they  should  and  as  they  do 
in  the  House.  And  now,  senators,  our  labors  in  this 
chamber  are  about  to  close.  At  the  conmiencement  of  the 
session  I  endeavored  to  impress  upon  -your  minds  the 
fundamental  importance  of  the  legislative  branch  of  our 
government,  and  my  conviction  that  whenever  through 
weakness  or  corruption  this  should  decay,  our  civil  fabric 
would  totter  and  fall.  I  thought  then,  and  I  think  now, 
that  honesty,  fidelity  and  capacity  are  as  essential  to  this 
service  as  are  rapidity  and  active  execution.  I  am  sure 
there  is  no  sphere  in  life  in  which  mutual  confidence  and 
respect  are  so  important  as  here,  where  duty  can  be  faith- 
fully performed  only  on  a  fair  and  through  understanding. 
The  best  diplomacy  is  based  on  honesty — ^the  best  states-  ' 
manship  is  based  on  a  candid  avowal  of  one's  faith  and 
conviction  and  determination.  Nowhere  then,  can  the  best 
instincts  and  the  soundest  faculties  find  so  grand  a  field  of 
labor  as  where  the  laws  are  made  upon  which  an  indus- 
trious, and  educated,  and  moral  community  is  to  rest.  I 
have  witnessed  with  pleasure  during  my  long  service  here, 
your  faithful  endeavors  to  be  true  to  the  best  interests  of 
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the  Commonwealth,  and  to  be  considerate  and  just  towards 
each  other.  For  myself,  I  commenced  my  work  with  mis- 
giving ;  but  I  shall  leave  it  with  the  satisfaction  of  feeling 
that  each  senator  at  this  board  has  learned  to  respect  his 
associates,  and  that  between  myself  and  you  there  has 
grown  up  a  bond  which  will  never  be  broken — ^that  bond 
which  is  created  by  courteous  association  in  mutual  labor, 
and  which  no  difference  of  opinion  can  ever  destroy.  I 
could  not  sit  here  day  after  day  without  establishing  be- 
tween myself  and  each  one  of  you,  an  intimacy  which  can 
no  more  be  obliterated  than  can  the  pictures  imprinted  on 
our  minds,  in  our  constant  and  familiar  walk.  I  cannot, 
hereafter,  avoid  rejoicing  with  you  in  your  prosperity,  and 
sympathizing  with  you  in  your  adversity.  And  as  we  part 
now,  not  to  meet  again  in  this  capacity,  and  on  this  spot, 
I  beg  you  to  carry  with  you  to  your  homes  my  best  wishes 
for  the  welfare  and  the  happiness  of  yourselves  and  all 
whom  you  hold  dear.  And  let  us  not  forget  those  upon 
whose  patience  and  fidelity  we  have  all  depended  for  our 
comfort  and  convenience,  and  the  order  of  our  business. 
It  is  hardly  necessary  to  give  expression  again,  to  that 
sentiment  so  often  uttered  here,  of  regard  and  esteem  for 
our  faithful,  and  intelligent,  and  reliable  Clerk.  To  him 
and  his  young  and  amiable  assistant,  and  to  the  official 
corps  who  have  borne  our  messages  and  guarded  our  doors 
with  such  alacrity  and  firmness,  I  extend  for  you  and  my- 
self, our  warmest  benedictions,  and  our  sincere  desire  that 
their  lives  may  be  long  and  prosperous.  Thanking  you 
once  more  for  your  kind  approbation,  I  recall  you  to  the 
closing  labors  of  the  session.

Mr.  Loring,  on  leave  (Mr.  Coe  in  the  Chair),  intro- 
duced a  bill  to  establish  the  First  District  Court  of  Essex 
County ;  and  the  same  was  read  and  referred  to  the  next 
general  court. 

Mr.  Jacobs,  from  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  on 
the  bill  to  establish  the  District  Court  of  Eastern  Hamp- 
den, reported  asking  to  be  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration  thereof,  and  that  the  same  be  referred  to  the 
next  general  court ;  and  the  report,  being  considered,  was 
accepted. 

Mr.  Harmon,  from  the  same  conunittee,  submitted  a 
similar  report  on  the  petition  of  E.  F.  Stone  and  others ; 
and  the  report  was  accepted,  and  the  petition  accordingly 
referred  to  the  next  general  court. 

The  same  senator,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the  pe- 
titions of  Henry  Carter,  Russell  H.  Conwell  and  the  jus-

A  bill  relating  to  the  salaries  of  the  justice  of  the  police 
court  of  Taunton,  and  the  police  courts  of  Somerville  and 
Haverhill ;  and  the  same  was  read  three  times,  under  a 
suspension  of  the  rule,  and  passed  to  be  engrossed. 
Sent  down  for  concurrence. 

The  bill  relating  to  the  salaries  of  certain  state  officers

motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order,  in  which  they  stand 
arranged. 

The  motion  to  adjourn,  when  made  while 
any  other  question  is  pending,  and  the  motions  to  lay  on  the 
table,  to  take  from  the  table  and  for  the  yeas  and  nay^,  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  ofiSce  of  Presi- 
dent, or  in  case  the  President,  or  the  member  substituted  by 
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him  in  accordance  with  Rule  No.  9,  shall  be  absent  at  the  hour 
designated  in  Rule  No.  1,  the  senior  member  present  shall  call 
the  Senate  to  order,  and  shall  preside  until  a  President  or  a 
President  jwo  tempore  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  which  shall  be 
the  first  business  of  the  Senate.

Rule  11.  (21.)  Every  member,  when  he  speaks,  shall  stand 
in  his  place,  and  address  the  President.

Any  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if 
the  President  so  direct. 

Rule  17.  (24.)  When  a  vote  has  passed,  except  on  mo- 
tions specified  in  Rule  7,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to 
move  a  reconsideration  thereof  on  the  same  or  the  succeeding 
day :  and  such  motion,  if  made  on  the  same  day,  shall  be  placed 
first  in  the  Orders  of  the  Day,  for  the  day  succeeding  that  on 
which  it  is  made ;  but,  if  first  moved  on  such  succeeding  day,  it 
shall  be  forthwith  considered ;  and  when  a  motion  for  recon- 
sideration is  decided,  that  vote  shall  not  be  reconsidered :  pro- 
vided^  however^  that  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  upon  any 
collateral  matter  shall  not  remove  the  main  subject  under  con- 
sideration, from  before  the  Senate,  but  shall  be  considered  at 
the  time  when  it  is  made. 

Rule  18.    (26.)    Bills,  resolves,  and  other  papers,  in  refer- 
ence to  which  any  member  has  a  right  to  move  a  reconsidera- 
tion, shall  remain  in  the  possession  of  the  Clerk  until  the  right 
of  reconsideration  has  expired.

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Rule  19.  (35.)  A  question  containing  two  or  more  propo- 
sitions capable  of  division,  shall  be  divided  whenever  desired 
by  any  member.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be 
deemed  indivisible.  But  a  motion  to  strike  out,  being  lost,  shall 
neither  preclude  amendment  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and 
insert. 

Rule  20.  (38.)  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  Sen- 
ate was  engaged  at  the  time  of  the  last  adjournment,  shall  have 
the  preference  in  the  Orders  of  the  Day,  next  after  motions  to 
reconsider. 

Rule  21.  (32.)  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  or 
serve  on  any  committee  on  a  question  where  his  private  right  is 
immediately  concerned,  distinct  from  the  public  interest. 

Rule  22.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Senate 
without  leave,  unless  there  be  a  quorum  without  his  presence. 

Rule  23.  (7,  83.)  Whenever  a  question  shall  be  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays,  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  names  of  all  the  mem- 
bers, except  the  President,  in  alphabetical  order ;  and  every 
member  present  shall  answer  to  his  name,  ufiless  excused  before 
the  vote  is  taken ;  and  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote 
after  the  decision  is  announced  from  the  chair. 


Of  Committees.  , 

Rule  24.  (43.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of 
the  Senate,  who  moves  that  any  Standing  Committee  be  in- 
structed to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  amending  an  existing 
law,  to  point  out  to  such  Committee,  in  writing,  the  amendment 
which  he  deems  expedient,  and  to  fhrnish  a  written  statement 
of  the  facts  and  authorities  in  favor  thereof,  to  such  Committee, 
if  by  them  required.

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A  Committee  on  Leave  of  Absence ; 
And  each  of  these  Committees  shall  consist  of  three  members. 

Rule  26.  (16,  68.)  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  unless  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  Senate, 
and  the  person  first  named  shall  be  Chairman.  In  all  elections 
of  Committees  by  ballot,  the  person  having  the  highest  number 
of  votes  shall  act  as  Chairman. 

Bulb  27.  (42.)  When  a  motion  is  made  to  commit  any 
subject,  and  different  Committees  shall  be  proposed,  the  ques- 
tion shall  be  taken  in  the  following  order :  A  Standing  Commit- 
tee of  the  Senate — a  Select  Committee  of  the  Senate — a  Joint 
Standing  Committee — a  Joint  Select  Committee.

Rule  80.  (52.)  No  biU  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of 
individuals  or  private  or  municipal  corporations,  or  the  Com- 
monwealth, shall  be  reported  to  the  Senate  by  any  Committee, 
unless  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  notice  had  been  given  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law ;  or,  unless  such  notice  as  the  Committee  shall  direct  shall 
have  been  given,  and  proper  proof  of  the  same  placed  before  the 
Committee ;  or,  unless,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  no 
notice  to  the  parties  or  pubUc  is  necessary. 


OfBiUs  and  Resolves. 

Rule  81.  (56,  58.)  All  bills  and  resolves  shall  be  written 
in  a  fair,  round  hand,  without  interlineations,  on  not  less  than 
one  sheet  of  paper,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces  between 
the  several  sections  or  resolves.

No  bill  or  resolve,  or  sabstitnte  therefor, 
shall  pass  to  be  engrossed  without  three  readings  on  three  sev- 
eral days ;  and  bills  and  resolves  in  the  second  and  third  read- 
ings shall  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  the  day  next  suc- 
ceeding that  on  which  leave  shall  have  been  given  to  read  them 
a  second  or  third  time,  and  the  President  shall  order  them  ac- 
cordingly.

And  each  of  said  Committees  shall  consist  of  two  on  the  part .

members  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  eight  members  on  the 
part  of  the  House ;  and  except  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
which  by  law,  is  to  consist  of  three  on  the  part  of  each  House ; 
and  except  the  Committee  on  Expenditures,  which  shall  consist 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Treasury  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  of  the  House.  No  member  of  either  House 
shall  act  as  counsel  for  any  party  before  any  committee  of  the 
legislature. 

Rule  2.  The  Joint  Committees  of  the  two  Houses  may 
report  by  bill,  resolve  or  otherwise,  to  either  House,  at  their 
discretipn ;  and  all  bills  and  resolves  reported  by  them  shall  be 
written  in  a  fair,  legible  hand,  without  interlineation,  on  not 
less  than  a  sheet  of  paper,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces 
between  the  several  sections  or  resolves.

branch,  by  special  order,  may  direct  a  larger  number  than  eight 
hundred  copies  to  be  printed,  which  order  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Printing,  who  may  report  thereon  at  any  time 
when  the  Orders  of  the  Day  are  not  under  consideration. 

Leave  to  report  in  print,  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  printing  of  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

No  binding  or  engraving  shall  be  ordered,  except  upon  the 
report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing  accepted  by  the 
legislature. 

Bills,  reports  and  oihfiir  documents,  printed  under  the  general 
order  of  either  House,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit : 
two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives (to  be  placed  on  his  file  under  the  direction  of  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  if  desiried  by  the  member)  ;  three  copies  to 
each  Clerk  in  each  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter  in 
regular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  in  either 
branch ;  twenty  copies  to  the  Executive ;  twctnty  copies  to  the 
Secretary's  Oflice ;  six  copies  to  the  State  Library ;  and,  when 
the  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee,  ten  copies  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  committee  making  the  report.
